The arrivals of special 
interest were those of the Lord Chan- 
tenor, Lord Halsbury. the prime min- 
ister, the marquis of Salisbury, Lord 
Ashbourne (lord chancellor of Ireland;, 
United States Ambassador Bayard, the 
Chinese minister, the Jap^sebe a..niE- 
ter and the Danish minister. On arriv- 
ing in the hall the procession walked 
around the tables, which 
furnishec 


seats for over 900 guests. 


In responding to the toast, "The Am- 


bassador," Mr. Bayard said. 


"The people I represent nave made a 


declaration in no narrow seasu, and in 
no local or merely 
national 
sense, 


which stands as a verdict and declara- 
tion for national honor, speaking to 
the human heart and mind in favor ol 
that honesty which is essential for the 
civilization of the world. You cannot 
today shock civilization even on its ex- 
terior boundaries without affecting its 
heart. 


This enables me to speak not for 


myself or iny country, but for 
the 


whole diplomatic corps. The world ia 
one. 
Who does not perceive it does 


not realize the truth or force of the day 
in which we live." 


Mr. Bayard concluded with 
the 


words. "God speed the city of London." 


Mr. Baj'ard's remarks were received 


with a tumult of applause. Lord Salis- 
bury laughed at the ambassador's ref- 
erence to "splendid isolation," a. phrase 
credited to a cabinet minister as de- 
scribing Great Britain's position in the 
family of the nations. 


After Mr. Bayard had concluded the 


lord mayor proposed "The Minister," 
upon which Lord Salisbury arose amid 
loud cheers, which quickly subsided in- 
to breathless eilence and close .atten- 
tion to the annual Guild hall speech of 
the prime minister, which is by con- 
mon expectation looked to embody the 
official announcement of th& govern- 
ment's policy to the nation. Lord Sal- 
isbury said: 


"I thank Mr. Bayard for his presence 


here tonight and for his joining in this 
historic meeting. By the few -words 
he has uttered lie has raised his own 
plane of observation so high above the 
mere level of party that, though con- 
trary to our practice to make observa- 
tions on the internal politics ot other 
states, I may be permitted without im- 
pertinence to congratulate him 
upon 


the splendid pronouncement which the 
great people he represents has made in 
behalf of the principles which lie at the 
basis of all human society. 


"It is rather like pathos to turn from 


that matter to the not very important 
controversy which his country aud OUTE 
have hart during the recent months. 1 
only do so for the purpose of express- 
ing mj beliei that tbe conmn ersy is at 
end.

We h.-ve always claimed re- 
specting those wl>o, apart from historic 
right, had the light which attaches to

the Fettled districts; and tbe solution 
has come, I think, from the country 
Mr. Bayard represents in the sugges- 
tion that we should treat the colonial 
empire just as we treat individuals;

ramic view of the wildest icoumaiu 
scenfry pjss in review before his 
eyas o» iio sits ac tho window of his 
car. Where the grades are too nivep 
for tho trolley car to nioarit tb« 
power is turned from tho wheels to 
a rack work eonbti notion between 
tho tracks, and thus equipped a car 
can almost surmount a perpendicu- 
lar cliff.

"poached"—if any one likes tbat 
word better—in tbe county; proba- 
bly a larger number. 
Tho existence 


of a i air of rabbits on an estate of 
10,000, 20,000 or 40,000 acres would 
not atirl much to the loss. No doubt 
the raven kills other creatures that 
are preserved for sport, but it does 
not appear that its extermination 
has improved things in Somerset. 


Thirty ycais airo.when black game 


was more plentiful than it is now, 
tho raven was to be met with 
throughout the county, and was 
abundant on Exmoor and the Quan- 
tocks. Tho old bead keeper on the 
forest of Exinoor told me that wbon 
ho took tbe place, 23 years ago, 
ravens?, cairion crow#, buzzards and 
hr.wks of various kinds were very 
al.um'.ant, and that the war he bad 
waged against tiaem for a quarter of a 
century had well mail extirpated all 
these bpecics 
He had kept a care- 


ful record ot all birds killed, noting 
tho species in every case, as he was 
paid for all, but tho reward varied, 
the largest siun bain:? pj-on for the 
largest birds—ravens arid huzza* ds. 
His book shows that ono year. 21! 
years n-.-o, ho was paid for ."JJ iavcn& 
shot and trapped. After that the 
nnmbor annually diminished rapid- 
ly, and for several years past not 
ono raven has been killed —Long- 
man's Masnzino.
